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Young town councillor wants 
to stand in general election 


HONITON town councillor Henry Bro¬ 
wn says he wants to stand in the forth¬ 
coming general election, and has put his 
name forward as a potential candidate 
to the Tiverton and Honiton Constitu¬ 
ency Labour Party. 

The 24-year-old town council chairman of fi- 
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nance says he has first hand experience as a 
councillor - and a member of the public - of aus¬ 
terity measures which have affected the com¬ 
munity. 

Cllr Brown, who has lived in the Honiton area 
all his life and is a member of and spokesperson 
for the Tiverton and Honiton Labour Party, 
said: “In only the last few years I’ve seen the 
closure of Churchill House, a single purpose fa¬ 
cility set up for the support and recovery for 
people suffering with mental health issues. 

“We’ve seen the primary care trusts dissolved 
and reformed as the CCG, which have overseen 
the ‘privatisation’ of essential health services. 

“We’ve witnessed the closure of inpatient 
beds at Honiton Hospital. The government 
seems intent on introducing hospitals without 
residential stays, they might as well have pupil¬ 
less schools. 


“On the subject of schools, the secondary and 
primary schools in our area have been given a 
raw deal in terms of funding from the govern¬ 
ment. It needs to stop and it needs someone will¬ 
ing to stand up and say so.” 

It is not exactly known who will be standing 
for election in the Tiverton and Honiton con¬ 
stituency, with only incumbent Neil Parish of¬ 
ficially announced as standing. 

Cllr Brown’s mother, Caroline Kolek stood as 
the Labour candidate in the 2015 General Elec¬ 
tion and finished third, 22,178 votes behind the 
Conservative party. 

Cllr Brown said it would take a monumental 
effort to overturn that deficit but feels it isn’t 
insurmountable. 

Cllr Brown added: “I see that the public, espe¬ 
cially young people, have become disillusioned 
with politics and all the political upheaval, but 
it’s so important for them to vote. “ 

“I feel passionately about exposing the hypo¬ 
crisy of MPs across the country and here in 


Honiton, including Neil Parish. They say they 
are doing their best and will help their con¬ 
stituents, when they voted for the measures 
that have left their communities in difficult sit¬ 
uations. It’s like they think we have a short 
memory.” 

Cllr Brown’s candidacy is not a foregone con¬ 
clusion as there are still internal discussions 
that need to take place. 

Cllr Brown has pledged his support to who¬ 
ever gets to run the race. 

He added: “I personally don’t see this as a gen¬ 
eral election where Brexit is the sole subject. 

“There are so many issues affecting us here, 
such as funding for schools, health service cuts, 
social care, affordable housing and the stan¬ 
dard of living. This election is far more than a 
one issue election.”

AVON and Somerset Constabulary has been 
rated ‘Good’ in the annual State of Policing Re¬ 
port. 

Inspectors look at effectiveness, efficiency 
and legitimacy, and can give an overall grade 
of either Inadequate, Requires Inprovement, 
Good or Outstanding. 

Wendy Williams of Her Majesty’s Inspec¬ 
torate of Constabulary (HMIC), said: “I am very 


pleased with the overall performance of Avon 
and Somerset Constabulary. 

“I am particularly impressed by the force’s 
comprehensive understanding of the existing 
demand for its services, which is based on a 
wide range of information and a sophisticated 
appreciation of the capacity of the workforce 
and workload it carries. 

“The force is adept at restructuring and mod-

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ernising its workforce to equip it with the skills 
to meet future needs. 

“It has achieved this through close alignment 
of the force’s financial and workforce planning, 
which has, for example, increased the force’s 
capacity to investigate child abuse and serious 
sexual offences. 

“I am pleased with the improved effectiveness 
with which the force keeps the people of Avon 
and Somerset safe and reduces crime. 

“In particular, the force has improved its re¬ 
sponse to missing children and domestic abuse 
and the quality of its investigations. 

“Since our inspection in 2014, the force has 
made concerted efforts to improve the accuracy 
with which it records crimes and it has made 
progress in placing the victim at the forefront 
of crime-recording decisions. 

“I welcome the progress the force has made in 
addressing some of the concerns that were 
raised by our inspection of police custody. 

“In summary, the force provides a good level 
of service to the people of Avon and Somerset. I 
commend the force for having maintained and 
in some respects, improved its performance. 


since my previous assessment.” 

Deputy Chief Constable Gareth Morgan was 
pleased with the report, which acknowledged 
the progress the force had made during the past 
12 months. 

He said: “We have been praised for being good 
at preventing crime, anti-social behaviour and 
keeping people safe; investigating crime and re¬ 
ducing re-offending; and protecting those who 
are vulnerable from harm and supporting vic¬ 
tims. 

“The past year has been a time of transition 
and HMIC inspectors have recognised the very 
hard work and commitment of officers and staff 
in achieving some significant improvement. 

“Keeping local communities safe, supporting 
vulnerable victims and reducing crime are the 
highest priorities for us. 

“Neighbourhood policing is central to that 
and we will continue to preserve the numbers 
of frontline officers and PCSOs.” 

The inspection report for Devon and Cornwall 
Police was published earlier this year, the 
grade being Requires Improvement.

The chairman of 
governors and deputy 
head of St Bartholo¬ 
mew’s First School in 
Crewkerne jointly re¬ 
leased a statement 
last week. 

Beryl Eeles and 
Gemma Coward said: 
“We are deeply sad¬ 
dened and shocked by 
the sudden passing of 
St Bartholomew’s Fir¬ 
st School’s headteac¬ 
her David Carter. 

“Our thoughts are 
with his family and 
friends at this very 
sad time. 

“He was a highly re¬ 
spected colleague and 
friend, and will be 
sadly missed by all in 
the school commu¬ 
nity.” 

David leaves behind 
his wife, Kelly, and 
four children. 

Bob Brunt, former 
secretary of the Perry 
Street League, paid 
tribute to his friend of 
20 years. 

Mr Brunt said: “I 
first met Dave throu¬ 
gh refereeing him 
playing football as a 
goalkeeper for Hawk- 
church; I worked with 
him as the Maiden 
Beech sports co-ordi- 
nator at Hinton St 
George First School. 


“I persuaded him 
into refereeing when 
the Hawkchurch Re¬ 
serves side departed 
from the league, and 
watched his first 
game as an official at 
Uplyme. 

“We took part in a 
half marathon to¬ 
gether in Torquay, 
and ran with each 
other the whole way, 
which turned out to 
be his best time over 
the distance. 

“Everyone had great 
respect for Dave in 
whatever group he 
worked in; multi¬ 
talented with a love of 
life and people. 

“A great man who 
has gone far too early 
in life; cannot 
stop seeing his smil¬ 
ing face in most 
things I do at the mo¬ 
ment.” 

Mr Brunt said he 
will be taking part in 
the upcoming Torbay 
half-marathon as a 
tribute to David. 

A spokesperson for 
the South Western 
Ambulance Service 
said: “We were called 
out on Wednesday, 
April 19th at 5:43pm to 
St Bartholomew’s fir¬ 
st school. 

“One male casualty, 


having suffered a car¬ 
diac arrest.” 

He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

St Bart’s school was 
closed for the rest of 
the week and re¬ 
opened yesterday (Mo¬ 
nday, April 24th). 


Every incumbent MP across Pulman's Coun¬ 
try has announced they will be standing for 
re-election in an area that proved vital for the 
Conservatives' overall victory in 2015. 

Political parties have until May 12th to name 
their candidates, with the election taking 
place on June 8th. 

East Devon independent candidate in 2015, 
Claire Wright - who pushed Hugo Swire all 
the way - has said she is still considering 
whether or not to stand. 

Ms Wright said it is entirely dependent on 
whether or not she can muster an army of 
supporters to help with the campaign. 

So far across the country the decision has 
left the political powers reeling. Former 
Chancellor of the Exchequer George Os¬ 
borne has decided to choose journalism over 
politics and has announced he will not be 
standing for re-election in his constituency 
of Tatton. 

Former Labour Party leader Ed Milliband 
and former deputy prime minister Nick 
Clegg have both announced they will be 
standing again. 

But former Conservative Party chairman Sir 
Eric Pickles is standing down after 25 years 
of being the MP for Brentwood and Ongar. 

Lib Dem big guns that fell last time round, 
including Vince Cable, Simon Hughes and Ed 
Davey, will attempt to win back their seats, 
but no word yet on whether Daisy Benson's 
withdrawal as Yeovil candidate will affect for¬ 
mer MP David Laws' decision not to run.

Mystery of Earl’s portrait

CHILCOTTS in Honi¬ 
ton recently took de¬ 
livery of a large 
portrait, of the Earl of 
Garrick, which has an 
equally large mystery 
behind it. 

The painting, an oil 
on canvas portrait of 
the Earl of Garrick in 
the Irish Peerage, 
measured 100 by 65 
inches, with the frame 
adding another 6 
inches to the already 
imposing size. 

While these impres¬ 
sive measurements 
provided a ‘wow’ fac¬ 
tor, the painting also 
created a mystery 
with regard to dating. 

Auctioneer Duncan 
Chilcott said: “The 
vendor told us that 
family lore supposed 
the character in the 
painting to be Somer¬ 
set Butler, the 1st Earl 
of Garrick who lived 
from 1718 to 1774 and 
received his title in 
1721. 

“The painting was 
kept for many years 
as one of a pair in the 
London home of the 
9th Earl, Brian Stuart 
Theobald Somerset 
Caher Butler. The 
other of the pair was a 
more ornate - and at¬ 
tractive - portrait of a young lady. Lady Ju¬ 
liana Boyle who the 1st Earl married in 1745.” 

Several years’ ago, the then owner no longer 
had the space to accommodate the painting. He 
asked the vendor, an indirect descendant of the 
family, to store the giant portrait. When the 
vendor recently moved to another property he 
didn’t have the storage space either. As his rel¬ 
ative did not want it back, this literally large 
piece of history had to be sold. 

The painting attracted a great deal of interest 
at the sale, with the hammer coming down at 
£5,740 (including the buyer’s premium) after a 


fierce, tense and entertaining telephone and in¬ 
ternet bidding battle. 

However, the buyer, an art and antiques 
dealer of national renown, believes the portrait 
could be a later painting than the family be¬ 
lieves. He suggests it could be from the 1820s, 
which would make the sitter the 3rd Earl - an¬ 
other Somerset Butler. Chilcotts had also cata¬ 
logued the painting as from the 19th Century 
adding substance to this belief. 

Duncan added: “It then struck us that per¬ 
haps for many years the Earl was paired, at 
least on the wall, with the wrong wife.”

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Recycling changes 


KEY information about im¬ 
provements to East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council’s (EDDC) 
household recycling and waste 
collection service is in the post.

The new service will become 
effective on June 12th, and most 
households will be given an ad¬ 
ditional 75-litre reusable sturdy 
sack with a Velcro seal in which 
to collect their extra recyclables. 

These will be delivered by the 
council’s contractors, SUEZ, in 
May or June. 

Some properties, such as flats, 
may receive an additional recy¬ 
cling box instead of a sack, 
where storage is a problem. 

EDDC leader Cllr Paul Diviani 
said: “We are delighted with how 
well the service is operating in 
Exmouth [a pilot area] and it’s 
now the right time for the rest of 
our residents in the district to be 
able to recycle more items. 

“The council is determined to 
offer residents a more sustain¬ 
able method of recycling and 
waste collection that benefits the 
environment, helps our resi¬ 
dents do the right thing by recy¬ 
cling more and is financially 
sustainable.” 

The council has already 
started a series of information 
roadshows. 

Forthcoming ones will be held 
on Friday April 28th at Honiton 


Tesco from 10am to 2pm, 
Wednesday May 3rd at Seaton 
Library from 9.30am to 12.30pm, 
in Feniton [location and time 
tba] on Wednesday May 10th and 
in Budleigh Salterton Library 
on Thursday May 11th from 
9.30am to 12.30pm. 

Further events are also being 
organised. 

Cllr Diviani added: “We are 
here to help our residents 
through these changes and we 
will have a dedicated team of of¬ 
ficers who will be out on the 
streets of our district giving ad¬ 
vice and assisting wherever 
they can when the service be¬ 
gins.”

‘Life or death’ struggle for the NHS 


What about speeding in Axminster? 


■ AN OPEN LETTER TO TIVERTON & 
HONITON MP NEIL PARISH: I am very 
much in favour of a common front to resist cuts 
in local NHS hospital beds. 

I agree that the consultation has been a sham, 
though given the huge scale of the cuts imposed 
by secretive Sustainabilty and Transformation 
plans supported by the Secretary of State - es¬ 
timated at £540million in Devon - how could it 
be otherwise? 

I agree that the case for cutting local medical 
beds has not been made especially since there 
is also a major crisis in social care. 

The Institute for Fiscal Studies reports that 
spending has fallen by II per cent since your 
government took office. 

Thus we have the making of a ‘double wham¬ 
my’ for those needing care in local hospitals 
or at home. 

It is hardly surprising that many feel we can 
no longer trust those who claim to be acting in 
our interests and do not believe the promises 
made. 

This was clear as you tried to speak at the Red 
Line protest at Honiton hospital. Frankly, like 
many others, I found your remarks less than 
convincing given your loyal support for the 
government, NHS and Social Care Act, and cre¬ 
ation of CCGs and privatisation. 

According to the BMA, Kings Fund, etc, the 
government requires £22biIIion savings/reduc¬ 
tions in funding by 2020-21. 

Incredibly you suggested the bed cuts are not 
a matter of politics but are due to decsions by 
civil servants or ‘bureaucrats’. 

You must know that civil servants are an¬ 
swerable to policy makers. At very least your 


claim suggests the government has created a 
monster it cannot control. 

At a recent meeting of Honiton Senior Voice 
we heard this same mantra blaming civil ser¬ 
vants put forward by Cllr Phil Twiss of EDDC. 

You also mentioned once again that you had 
appealed to the Secretary of State. 

Why would you do this if you truly believe 
these cuts are not a result of political deci¬ 
sions? 

Many people have spotted the obvious contra¬ 
dictions in the position on NHS cuts adopted by 
you and others of your party at national and 
local level which are clearly causing difficul¬ 
ties for you and many of your council col¬ 
leagues. 

Might I suggest a way forward by taking four 
steps to ensure better transparency and ac¬ 
countability: 

1. You speak up in Parliament quite 
clearly rejecting these cuts; 

2. You vote against the government as 
a matter of conscience and to serve 
your constituents; 

3. You arrange a further meeting with 
the Secretary of State to be attended 
by representatives of local authorities. 
Support Our Hospital, Lea^e of Friends, etc; 

4. You then convene a public meeting 
to report back and are guided by the 
response of the communities you serve. 

In my view we are entering a life or death 
struggle for the NHS we helped to build. As the 
great architect of the NHS Aneurin Bevan 
said, the NHS will only last if we fight for it.

“Because two of us Stareys owe our life to 
them.” 

He explained that his daughter suffered se¬ 
vere pneumonia at the age of five, and that 
the hospital saved 


“It was miles from anywhere with no farm¬ 
house in sight, so I just made sure they were 
alright.” 

Most of the walk is undertaken on his own, 
although friends and random walkers have 
joined him for parts of it. 

He said: “I’m more sociable with walkers 
than I normally would be.” 

With quite a few miles left to cover, he is 
still looking for company, and added: “I’d 
welcome company - possibly to discuss 
life and the future of the primary care sec¬ 
tor, and I’d like to raise some money for 
charity.”

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK: 


by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Sow fast-maturing and late- 
flowering annuals directly into 
their flowering position. 

• Move overwintered hardy an¬ 
nuals to their final flowering 
position. 

• Water and feed plants in the 
greenhouse regularly. 

• Feed seedlings and young 
plants which are growing 
poorly or have pale, yellowing 
foliage. 

• Take leaf cuttings from plants 
with thick, fleshy leaves in¬ 
cluding African violets and 
sedum. 

• If you haven't yet done so, 
cover Calabrese and cauliflow¬ 
ers with fleece or fine mesh to 
keep the pests out. 

• Remove blanket weed from 
the pond to let oxygen in. 


• Sow tender crops under 
cover including climbing 
French and runner beans, 
courgettes and sweetcorn. 

• Remove the top couple of 
inches of compost in estab¬ 
lished permanent container 
plantings and refresh the pot 
with fresh compost. 

• Feed newly-planted hedges.

Choral Society concert to feature 
two twentieth century pieces 


MEMBERS of the Axmin- 
ster and District Choral So¬ 
ciety are excited at the 
prospect of performing two 
choral works from the 20th 
century at their forthcom¬ 
ing concert on April 29th. 

John Rutter’s Gloria was 
composed in 1974 and is well 
established in the choral 
repertoire. It is in three 
movements, which corre¬ 
spond roughly to traditional 
symphonic structure. The 
accompaniment of brass en¬ 
semble with timpani, per¬ 
cussion and organ makes a 
joyful noise in the outer 
movements, but is used 
more softly and introspec- 
tively in the middle move¬ 
ment. Rutter’s range of 
influences spans both classi¬ 
cal and popular traditions. 
Rutter has said: 

“We can all learn from 
each other. I listen to all 
sorts of music - not just 
choral. -I pick up 
sounds and ideas from 
many parts of the 
world. The wonderful 
thing about choirs 
around the world is 
that they don’t all 
sound alike, because 
singing is related to 
speech and, for exam¬ 
ple, Russian choirs 
don’t sound like 
Swedish or Cuban or 
South African choirs. 

Long live the differ¬ 
ences.” 

The Gloria will be 
conducted by Director 
of Music Peter Par- 
shall and the soloist 
will be Harriet Mount- 
ford, who is welcomed 
back after her flne 
performance in the 
autumn concert 
“Alexander’s Feast.” 

A first class honours 
graduate from York 
University, Harriet 
lives in Berkshire with 
her husband, John, 
where she enjoys a 
varied career of orato¬ 
rio, recital and con¬ 
sort singing, alongside 
her teaching commit¬ 
ment at The Abbey Ju¬ 
nior School in 
Reading. Harriet will

rection! It was then that I 
began to write the Mass.” It 
will be performed, as writ¬ 
ten, by full choir with organ 
and brass ensemble.

£12,695 for the 75ps SE, while the 
75ps engine is also offered in SE-L 


trim. Making up the bulk of the 
range the 90ps version of the 1.5- 
litre SKYACTIV-G engine is of¬ 
fered in SE-L Nav, Sport Nav and 
GT trim, while the 115ps output en¬ 
gine is exclusively matched to the 
flagship GT Sport and a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

All models feature new seat 
fabrics, a new steering wheel and 
revised door mirrors with 
wraparound indicators. Enhanced 
refinement across the range is 
achieved thanks to the adoption of 
noise-insulating glass in the wind¬ 
screen and additional under bon¬ 
net sound proofing. Plus, to reduce 
high-frequency noise entering the 
cabin from the rear, sound absorb¬ 
ing material has been added to the 
inside of the tailgate, the parcel 
shelf and the spare wheel well. 

This improvement in refinement 
is matched to subtle enhancements 
to the Mazda2’s already driver-fo¬ 
cused dynamics. Front and rear 
damper settings have been revised 
to enhance ride quality, while to 
improve body control the front 
anti-roll bar bushing has changed 
and the structure of the front lower 
suspension arm has been modified. 


Additionally, a small recalibration 
of the electric power steering has 
resulted in improved steering feel. 

The upgraded Mazda2’s dynamic 
enhancements also see the introduc¬ 
tion of G-Vectoring Control (GVC). 
Having made its debut on the 2017 
MazdaS, GVC is now standard 
across the Mazda2 range, the first of 
Mazda’s SKYACTIV-VEHICLE DY- 
NAMCIS technologies it varies en¬ 
gine torque to optimise loading on 
the wheels when cornering to indis- 
cernibly provide more precise han¬ 
dling and improve comfort. 

Across the key trim levels the 
upgraded Mazda2 now features 
additional equipment: SE-L and 
SE-L Nav cars now feature LED 
front fog lamps, auto power-folding 
mirrors and passenger seat height 
adjustment, while Sport Nav 
models benefit from subtle visual 
enhancements including new 
16-inch alloy wheels and a shark 
fin antenna.

As before, the Mazda2 features 
excellent active safety equipment 
with all 90ps and 115ps powered 
cars featuring Smart City Brake 
Support and Lane Departure Warn¬ 
ing System. All cars outside of the 
entry-level 75ps engine models 
come with Mazda’s 7” Colour 
touch-screen display with MZD- 
Connect infotainment system, inte¬ 
grated navigation, DAB radio and 
cruise control, while Sport Nav 
and GT-Line models feature high- 
end equipment like privacy glass, 
rear parking sensors, climate con¬ 
trol air-conditioning and smart 
keyless entry. 

Commenting on the revisions to 
the Mazda2 Jeremy Thomson, 
Managing Director Mazda Motors 
UK said, “with annual UK sales of 
over 10,000 cars, the Mazda2 is a re¬ 


ally important car in our line up. It 
may be the smallest car we pro¬ 
duce, but it has at its heart the 
same values of style, driving in¬ 
volvement and quality that mark 
out all our products. These updates 
come just two years after the cur¬ 
rent Mazda2’s launch but they are 
designed to ensure the Mazda2 re¬ 
mains a class-leading contender in 
what remains the biggest selling

Adding, “our simplified eight- 
model line-up has been created 
based on feedback from our cus¬

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Great start, but Wyatt remains focussed 


HONITON’S Marcus Wyatt may have 
described his first full season on ice as 
‘better than he ever expected’ but there 
is no danger of the 25-year-old getting 
carried away with his progress. 

Wyatt, who joined the GB Skeleton 
set up through the Power to Podium 
programme in December 2014, enjoyed 
a host of impressive results this term, 
including a brace of silver medals on 
the North American Cup and Intercon¬ 
tinental Cup circuits in the USA. 

The former American Football 
player beat a number of far more expe¬ 
rienced international sliders in those 
two races in Park City and Lake Placid 
in particular as he demonstrated the 
kind of potential that saw him fend off 
hundreds of other hopefuls during his 
initial selection for the squad. 

“The expectation was to go out and 
put down some semi-competitive re¬ 
sults to show that I can compete. Any¬ 
thing else was a bonus,” said Wyatt, 
who only finished outside the top 12 
once in his 11 races. 

“Overall, I’ve been really happy with 
how the season’s gone. To come away 
with a couple of second places, espe¬ 


cially the one on the ICC circuit, was 
fantastic. 

“If I can come away with similar re¬ 
sults next year. I’ll be happy. I don’t ex¬ 
pect to progress as much as I have this 
year in the future but if I can keep 
building on this it puts me on a good 
path.” 

Wyatt first raced for Great Britain in 
the last North American Cup race of 
the 2015/16 season, finishing fifth in 
Placid 12 months ago. 

That race was a one-off, though, and 
the season that has just ended was his 
first experience of life as a full-time 
athlete competing for his country 
week in, week out. 

“It’ll be a summer of working out 
what I can tweak in lots of areas. I’ll be 
working on the push at the push track 
as much as I can and there will be lots 
of videos and lots of chats with coaches 
to see where I can improve before try¬ 
ing to hit the ground running in the 
winter.” 

“I think part of my success can be put 
down to my first run in Lillehammer 
in pre-season: it was one of the best 
runs I’d had there and it was my first 


time back on a sled in six or seven 
months. 

“The first silver medal was on the 
North Americas Cup and it was the 
first time I’d been to the track in Park 
City. I’d only had six training runs, 
two less than the rest of the field - be¬ 
cause I was sharing the two races with 
another athlete. 

“It was the best run of my life to date. 
In the second run, I was unlucky with 
the snow - they were clearing the spur 
every other person and the guy in sec¬ 
ond got a snow blow and a sweep and I 
didn’t. 

“The second silver was at Lake 
Placid and I’d had about 30 runs there 
because it’s where we’d had our first 
race in our first season. Training 
didn’t go well and I was struggling. 
There are some difficult corners - but I 
managed to pull it together on race 
day. 

“ I came down in third after the first 
run and picked up a spot in the second. 
I was shocked, but now know what I’m 
capable of and it’s made me even more 
determined for what lies ahead.”
